The blisters are then carefully 
opened so that none of . the flesh la-uenth 
is injured, and tiie surface covered with 
finely powdered subnitrate of bismuth. 
A thick layer of soft cotton wool 1 * then 
placed over the powdered surface and 
left in |H>-itioii until it is moistened with 
the watery .list barges. 

This dressing should Ik* changed as 
often as the cotton bandages get moist. 
In exceptionally laid burns ointment of 
bismuth is substituted for the dry pow- 
der, and tiie suffering in this ca*e i* 
greatly reduced, lit the many cases 
treated in the German hospital no symp- 
toms of poisoning from the bismuth have 
y<-t le-en di-. over.-d, while the treatment 
seem*, in other respects, to Ik: far mi lie- 
nor to the old method*. — Yankee Blade,
